WILMINGTON - 
Rehabilitation of existing hous- 
ing and infrastructure improve- 
ments around Silver Lake will 
be the focus of Wilmington's 
latest bid for Community 
Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) funds from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD). The 
plan will be discussed during 
the January 22nd Board of 
Selectmen meeting, and the 
public is invited. 

“Citizen participation is very 
important to the application 
process,” said Carole Hamilton, 
Wilmington's- Director of 
Planning & Conservation. 


“Residents who want to partic- 
ipate or offer input are wel- 
comed to attend.” 

According to Hamilton, this 
year the Town has identified a 
target ‘area that surrounds 
Silver Lake. Qualifying proper- 
ties in the target area will be 
eligible to receive housing 
rehabilitation assistance, 

The Silver Lake Housing 
Rehabilitation Program (the 
Program) will provide deferred 
payment loans of up to $35,000 
per unit to qualifying owners of 
one to seven-unit residential 
properties occupied by low- and 
moderate-income households.

WILMINGTON - How many 
times have you driven by the 
Col. Joshua Harnden Tavern at 
430 Salem Street (Route 62) and 
contemplated a visit? If you're 
like many residents, you've 
probably been tempted more 
than once. In fact, many visi- 
tors are curious people just 
passing by the historic land- 
mark. 

“The number of visitors to the 
Museum varies wildly. It's not 
unusual to get one or two peo-

just driving by on an impulse,” 
explained Museum Curator 
Terry McDermott. “Almost all 
of these drop-ins will say 'I've 
been meaning to visit this 
building for years and when I 
saw that you were open today I 
had to stop in."” 

Over the past two years the 
Museum has seen about 500 vis- 
itors annually, During most of 
the year, the Museum is open 
for free tours on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 10 a.m. to 2:00 
p.m,; the first Sunday of the 
month from 2:00 p.m. to 4:00 
p.m.; the fourth Wednesday of 
the month from 4:00 p.m. to 6:00 
p.m., and by appointment. If 
the first Sunday of the month is 
a holiday or a holiday weekend, 
the Open House is usually 
moved to the following Sunday. 

An average tour takes 20-30 
minutes but there's a lot of 
variability in that.

Sullivan first gained 
notoriety through her 
environmental activism long 
before taking home a landslide 
victory - topping the ticket with 
70 percent of the votes - in her 
first bid for a one-year unex- 
pired term on the Board in 
2003. She retained her seat in 
2004 with a second place finish 
in a 5-way race. 

“I want to continue working 
on some of the positive changes 
that we've made over the last 
few years, and to make sure 
that some of the most serious 
issues in town are represented 
for the people,” Sullivan said of 
her desire for another term. “I 
bring somewhat of a different 
perspective to the Board from 
some other members, and it is 
imperative that the Board have 

Frank West, a local business 
owner, also pulled nomination 
papers late last week. West fin- 
ished first in a 5-way race for a 
three-year term on the Board of 
Selectmen in 2003, but lost his 
bid for reelection in 2006. 

West did not return calls for 
comment in time for press 
deadline. 

As reported in last week's 
‘Town Crier, incumbent Michael 
Newhouse will be seeking

reelection to the. Board, and 
newcomer Lou Cimaglia will be 
seeking an initial term. 
Newhouse, a local attorney and 
former Town Counsel, has 
topped the ticket in each of his 
three previous bids. Lou 
Cimaglia is the town's Veterans 
Agent, founder of Local Heroes, 
and was Wilmington's 2006 
Good Guy. 

Sullivan hasn't given much 
thought to the field of hopefuls. 
“I'm concentrating on what 
I'm doing, and not on the moti- 
vations of others,” Sullivan 
said. “I'll just get out there and 
ask people to vote me back in. 
Hopefully they will. I enjoy 
serving the town and helping 
people out when they need 
help.” 

In addition to the Board of 


-Selectmen, voters will fill a 


number of other seats in this 
year's election. 

There will be three spots to 
fill on the School Committee, 
currently occupied by 
Margaret Kane, Joan Duffy, 
and Daniel Ardito. To date, 
Margaret Kane and Daniel 
Ardito have pulled papers. 

Voters will fill a 5-year term 
on the redevelopment authori- 
ty, currently occupied by

Czech Yourself 


In a fit of "I've- 
never-done-any- 
thing-and-my-life-is- 
so-boring" rage, I decided that the easiest 
and quickest solution to my life's dilemma 
would be to flee the country. That's an exag- 
geration. I will not be fleeing, per se, but I 
will be jumping on the study abroad band- 
wagon - a wagon most of my friends have 
already ridden and abandoned on the side 
of the road. At the time, it seemed like a 
good idea, and it still does seem great, but 
now my life is so indebted to my study 
abroad endeavor that throwing in the 
proverbial towel at this point in the game 
would be equivalent to completely erasing 
four months of my time and my life. 
Organizing a study abroad adventure is not 
for the faint of heart. 

First things first: my name is Tina. I'm 21 
years old and a student of Journalism and 
English at Hofstra University. I grew up in 
two diverse, albeit inte: ing, locales: 
Tewksbury, Massachusetts (a thriving sub- 
urb of Boston), and Bethel, Vermont (the 
middle of the middle of nowhere). My child- 
hood was filled with many vacations-all of 
which took place in either Vermont or 
Massachusetts. However, I went to 
Washington, D.C., once in seventh grade 
(and managed to, get violently ill each 
night); and I've been to Cooperstown multi- 
ple times (but never made it to the Baseball 
Hall of Fame until my third visit); and I've 
never seen the face of Florida or made con- 
tact with Mickey Mouse at his home in 
Disneyworld. So, with my limited, unfortu- 
nate, and mostly New England centered 
travel, what is the method to my madness? 
Why must I go abroad? 

Like I said earlier, it seemed like a good 
idea at the time, 

Last fall, I began unmercifully clicking 
around online and googling European lands 
and study abroad opportunities to much 
avail, but my efforts were hacked and so 
disorganized that I fell into a rut of confu- 
sion and desperation. Where should I go? 
What should I do? I must apply, apply, 
apply and do it fast, fast, fast! I became an 
impulsive, country junkie with print outs of 


study abroad programs offered by NYU, my 
own Hofstra, the CIEE, the EIS, and the 
AIFS. I explored Costa Rica. I explored 
England. I explored Russia, South Africa 
and Greece. Each place was growing more 
fascinating than the last and my headache 
getting more lethal by the minute. 

After weeks of research and avoiding reg- 
ular, important schoolwork at all costs, I 
decided on the Czech Republic with my 
main destination being Prague. This desti- 
nation has given me a slew of mixed reac- 
tions: 

"Oh, why there?" 

“Prague? That's in Poland right?" 

“But you're Italian." 

Or, my personal favorite (which will be 
spelled phonetically) that I heard my moth- 
er mutter over the phone: 

"Oh and Tina will be going to Chech-e-yah 
next Spring." 

Checheya... right. 

But seriously, I decided on Prague 
because of my fascination with the 
Holocaust and WWII, Post-Communist 
nations, and anything Eastern European. 
Prague is central to all of this and it won't 
harm my experience that Prague is the lat- 
est destination for young artists, and that 
includes writers. Yes, Prague is the new 
Paris and I'm the new F. Scott Fitzgerald. 
Well, maybe not the latter statement, but it 
draws an accurate picture of location, and 
what have we collectively learned is most 
tritely important in life?

Canine Corner 


Many of us consider our dogs to be mem- 
bers of our family. In many ways, they are. 
We form a special bond with dogs that few 
other animals share. Some dog owners go 
so far as to interpret their dog's every 
action in human terms. Given this special 
Status, as family member and companion, 
we naturally start to look at our furry 
friends through "people-colored" glasses. 
This is where problems begin. 

Often dog owners forego training because 
they don't like the way they think the train- 
ing makes their dog feel, or they feel guilty 
for setting rules and not letting their dog 
"be a dog." This humanizing of a dog's 
behavior leads to faulty judgments about 
what dogs understand, what they need, and 
what is best for the dog. Dogs simply do 
not think like people - something many 
owners do not understand or refuse to 
accept. Dogs are guided by principles of 
pack law, and they expect their leader to 
act in a certain way. 

Misunderstanding of pack law is often the 
cause of behavior problems. Dogs instinc- 
tually crave leadership and are keenly 
Attuned to the discipline associated with it. 
However, if dogs don't sense leadership 
from owners, their primordial drive com- 


pels them to try to take charge, which can 
lead to behavior issues, such as barking, 
pulling on the leash, jumping or even worse 
behaviors. 

Learning how to communicate leadership 
in a way a dog understands is key. Case in 
point: Two of my dogs, Dakota, an adult 
male boxer; and Casey, a one year old male 
redbone hound; both have dominant per- 
sonalities, but there is no doubt who is 
higher in the pack. Dakota makes sure of 
that by deciding when its time to play and 
who gets what toys. At times, to demon- 
strate his leadership, Dakota simply 
ignores Casey - and if the over-active 
hound crosses the line (tests the rules),

I'll be 
leaving everything familiar and American 
in the dust for three and a half months, but 
isn't that what's best about studying 
abroad? That study abroad gives you the 
opportunity to mix things up 
from a week to a year and that when you 
come back, everything is as you left it, but 
you've grown. You're more cultured, world- 
Jy, traveled, accepting, and a slew of other 
synonyms that I probably don't need to list, 
but I hope to become.

January is File of Life Month 
at the Buzzell Senior Center. 
What is the File of Life? The 
File of Life is an informational 
packet that citizens can keep in 
their home or with them when 
they go out. The packet is high- 
ly visible to first responders 
(Fire, Police, and EMS), and 
contains the person's medical 
information in the event of an 
emergency. Why Should I have 
one? Keeping a File of Life with 
you enables emergency med- 
ical personnel to better under- 
stand your medical history, 
hence providing you a better 
level of care. Sometimes med- 
ical emergencies can be fright- 
ening and you may forget to tell 
an EMT something pertinent to 
your medical history. At other 
times you may be unable to 
speak for yourself. The File of

Butters joins Historical Commission 
‘Historic family now represented on board

‘WILMINGTON The 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission recently welcomed 
idifelong resident Bob Butters as 
sits; newest member.

ices 375 years ago. 
‘iJMam Butters' son William 
utters II (1630-1692) built the 


Calcium-sensing receptor and 
co-authored the paper pub- 
lished in Nature in 1993. 

Butters said, “Ironically, one 
of the results of this research 
has led to a new medication 
that has benefited my father 
and numerous other people 
whose only option prior to this 
treatment was surgery.” 

This is the first time that 
Butters has served on a town 
commission. In describing his 
commitment to historical 
preservation, Butters 
explained, “It's important to 
me, and it's the right time and 
the right thing to do. My 
favorite simple definition of his- 
tory from college days is 
‘History is a story about the 
past that is both significant and 
true.’ I believe with historical 
preservation we get closer to 
the truths of history, and at the 


Commission vacancy through

Butters concluded, “I'd like to 
thank the Historical 
Commission and the town of 
Wilmington for teaching me 
once again that history is 
important. I for one underesti- 
mated the power of history, 
because as I learned in High 
School history class, 'we study 
the past to understand where 
we are and where we are 
going."” 

Historical Commission meet- 
ings are open to the public and 
take place at 7:30 p.m. on the 
second Monday of each month 
at the Town Museum in April, 
May, June, September and 
October. During the winter 
months of November through 
March, meetings take place at 
the West School House. The 
Commission does not meet dur- 
ing July and August. Residents 
can learn more about the 
Commission by visiting the 
town's 


for work he was certain could 
be done. If there was something 
he might not be able to do, per- 
haps a flat tire, there was a dif- 
ferent kind of charge. He would 
charge fifteen cents if he fixed 
it, and ten cents if he couldn't. 

A sign reading, “Bicycle 
repair,” remained on his house 
years after his death in 1941. I 
can remember my grandmoth- 
er pointing out his house as we 
drove by, sometime in the early 
1950s. 

What Henry lacked in confi- 
dence, he made up for in skill. 
He was an articulate crafts- 
man. In 1904, when he was 31, 
the Boston Globe ran an article 
about him, showing him with a 
ship model he made. The arti- 
cle called him a mechanical 
genius. 

The headline read: NEVER 
rode on a steam train, visited 
Boston, rode on a trolley car. 

The article did not use his full 
name, only referring to him as 
Henry Wilson. Possibly this 
was an error, or it might have 
been to offer some protection. 

Henry also ran a turkey shoot 
on his property every fall. He 
had a large log, near where 
Wing Road is today. He would 
tether some turkeys behind the 
log and charge people a penny 
a shot, using a .22 cal rifle. He 
would put down some grain, 
which the turkeys would peck 
at. But in order to swallow, a 
turkey must raise: its head, giv- 
ing the shooters momentary 
target. 

In 1924, Henry married Emma 
Murray, who ran a store at the 
corner of Woburn and Lowell 
streets, where Lucci's is today.

: The Wilmington Educational 
Foundation was established in 
1994 with the mission of “The 
Pursuit of Excellence in 
Education through the develop- 
ment and distribution of pri- 
vate resources to benefit and 
further enrich students of the 
Wilmington School District.”

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the tours for different age 
groups and interests, “For chil- 
dren we might focus on 
lifestyles of the late eighteenth- 
early nineteenth century. We 
show them how people cooked, 
where they might have slept, 
talk about what a tavern was 
and why it was important.” 
McDermott continued, “There 
is also an opportunity to talk 
about the Underground 
Railroad when I show them the 
legendary hiding spot under the 
stairs, Kids absolutely love see- 
ing that special hiding spot and 
crawling in it for themselves! 
Of course, anyone who enjoys 
seeing old houses will appreci- 
ate a walk though the museum 
and some visitors are more 
interested in the architecture 
and construction details of the 
house than anything else.” 

In addition to tours, the muse- 
um also periodically offers lec- 
tures or programs throughout 
the year. McDermott elaborat- 
ed, “Depending on the pro- 
gram, we'll see at least 20 peo- 
ple, sometimes a lot more. The 
Friends of Harnden Tavern pre- 
sent programs at the Museum 
that are very popular. The 
Harvest Festival in October and 
the Holiday Social in December 
each brought over 70 people to 
the museum.” 

There are generally two or 
three new exhibits each year. 
The Henny Penny (a.k.a. Henry 
Wilson Sargent) exhibit of 
antique toys and steam engines 
will be opening in early 
February. There is also cur- 
rently a display of artifacts 
from the Brown Family of 
Harnden Tavern; the Buzzell 
family; some antique toys and 
dolls from the Arlene TenDyke 
Collection; a shoe making tool 
collection; and early twentieth 
century photographs from the 
Bond Collection. 

The museum, which is often 
referred to as the Harnden 
Tavern, was built around 1770 
by a gentleman named Jones. 
It's believed that Col. Joshua 
Harnden was the first resident, 
and he bought this building as a 
home and farm for his family. 
Col. Harnden fought in the 


provide room and board for 
travelers and their animals. 

The Harnden Tavern was per- 
fectly situated for such a pur- 
pose, being located on a cross- 
road, and one of those roads 
being the road to Boston. 
However, the building was not a 
tavern for long, as Col. 
Harnden died in 1807, followed 
by his wife in 1811 

By 1818, Dr. Silas Brown 
owned the property and he and 
his descendants lived there for 
over 100 years. They did not 
operate the building as a tav- 
ern, but after the Civil War - 
and after Silas had passed 
away leaving the building to his 
son, Silas Jr. and his daughter 
Abigail - the house was opened 
to the public as a boarding 
house. It was also at this time 
that the "east wing" was 
enlarged to accommodate these 
boarders. 

The last resident-owner of the 
house was Dr. Charles Rounds, 
who purchased the house in the 
1940's and remained there until 
his death in 1971. Shortly after 
Dr. Rounds' death, a developer 
acquired the property and 
planned to demolish the house. 

A special Town Meeting was 
held in the early 1970s and the 
town voted to acquire the house 
by eminent domain for the pur- 
pose of historic preservation. 
Wilmington was the first town 
in Massachusetts to take advan- 
tage of the new law allowing a 
town to do this. The town has 


innovative and creative pro- 
grams not included in the cur- 
rent year's school department 
budget.

owned the building ever since. 
The Friends of Harnden Tavern 
were formed around this time 
to fundraise and acquire furni- 
ture for the building, present 
programs and otherwise pre- 
serve and support the building. 
In 1997, Wilmington Historical 
Commission Chairperson 
Carolyn Harris conceived the 
idea of creating a town museum 
and in 1999 the museum was 
officially open to the public. 
Kathleen Black-Reynolds 
served as the first curator until 
February 2005 when Terry 
McDermott assumed the role. 
Black-Reynolds said, “The 
Museum is important for sever- 
al reasons. It allows us to pre- 
serve, educate, and present our 
Town's history to the public. As 
a town entity, it gives us lever- 
age to apply for and receive 
grant money. It makes our town 
unique, somewhat apart from 
other communities who may 
not have a repository for histor- 
ical artifacts, other than a fil- 
ing cabinet. And the curator's 
position is also unique. Most 
towns have a historical society 
(non-profit, led by a [usually 
volunteer] board of directors) 
that oversee the operations of a 
very specific cause, not one 
geared to the whole town or 
community. It allows other 
civic groups (library, veterans, 
seniors, schools, etc.) to focus 
on their causes, yet these 
groups can reach out to the 
Museum to access the histori-

lations and substandard living 
conditions, including making 


accessibility modifications and 
abating lead paint and 
asbestos. 


Properties located outside of 
the target area will be eligible 
to receive assistance only if 
there is an emergency condi- 
tion. 

In addition, the Town will seek 
funds to replace water mains, 
address stormwater manage- 
ment issues and repave several 
Silver Lake streets. 

The application process for 
obtaining CDBG funds is 
extremely competitive, but 
Wilmington has been awarded 
funds seven times since 1992. 
The fiscal year 2000 grant of 
$598,840 rehabilitated 26 
Wilmington homes. The 2004 
grant of $794, 765 went toward 
the rehabilitation of 27 homes. 
To date, the town has received 
more than $4 million worth of 
CDBG funds to date. 

The Town Crier ran a feature 
story about a family that bene- 
fited from CDBG funds in 2005. 
The work that was done on that 
Grove Avenue home included 
new replacement windows, new 
exterior doors, a new kitchen, a 
new forced hot-air system, exte- 
rior landings in the front and 
back, extensive rewiring and a 
new bulkhead. 

Wiring throughout the home 
was brought up to current code 
and hard-wired smoke detec- 
tors were installed.

After she drained two 
free throws with ten seconds to 
go to tie the game up, Keane 
called a timeout seconds later, 
setting up the dramatic shot. 

“We tried to get Ashley away 
from the ball and then there 
was a back screen to the basket 
and they covered it really well,” 
said Keane. “I told the kids 
that we had nothing to lose. It 
was a tied game and who 
knows what would have hap- 
pened in overtime. Stephanie 
got the ball and that’s the way 
she kind of shoots is on the run.

pionship match. Sughrue is now

Kramer explained, “With Nathan Loves Mary, I was just getting 
over a relationship and couldn't paint it; so I started making t- 
shirts and giving them out to my friends.” 

Along the way, the original owner of a small Wakefield boutique, 
The Raspberry Beret, saw the apparel and asked if they were for 
sale, The line became successful and the owner then asked Kramer 
if she had other sayings on other pieces of clothing. 

Kramer actually keeps a book of one-liners she likes to use and 
went through that for inspiration. Thus more t-shirts came out with 
sayings such as: “The love of her life was not a man;” “She cau- 
tiously opened the door and asked, “Where is the man I love? *” 
and, “She dumped him in her usual subtle fashion.”

Kramer has a degree from The Art Institute of Boston where 
she studied painting. Aside from running her own business, she is 
also the Cultural Arts Director for the Boy and Girls Club of 
Stoneham and has helped that group start their own business sell- 
ing t-shirts that are made there. 

“Painting is very emotional for me,” Kramer said. “I don't want 
to make a job of it.” 

Those that go to her website will also be able to see samples of 
her other artwork and have the chance to purchase some of it. 

“I like visual things,” Kramer said. “I'll try just about anything.” 

She claims to come by her artistic talent very naturally. 
According to Kramer she grew up with a father and two aunts that 
are very creative. 

“My father built our house (in Reading) and every major thing 
I have ever owned,” Kramer said. I have two aunts that are 
painters and a cousin that designs websites (including hers). I have 
another cousin that is into graphic design.” 

Kramer is proud of the fact that the success of her company has 
become an inspiration to the children she is teaching at the Boys 
and Girls Club. 

“It has been really great,” she said. “I'm proud that I can be a 
good example for them.”

Morbid obesity - a condition 
defined as being 100 lb over- 
weight and ee an 
increasing number o| lu- 
als worldwide - is characterized 
by the occurrence of serious 
medical problems as a direct 
result of the obesity. 

The complex interaction 
among genetic, metabolic and 
environmental factors may 
lead to the development of 
adult onset diabetes, high cho- 
lesterol levels, high blood pres- 
sure, and eventually, heart dis- 
ease. The joints bearing the 
excess weight often develop 
severe arthritis, often present- 
ing as back pain, knee pain or 


pain. s 

Snoring with intermittent 
cessation of breathing during 
sleep, called sleep apnea - a 
life-threatening condition - is a 
very common finding. Female 
patients often complain of men- 
strual irregularity, the inability 
to conceive and difficulty hold- 
ing their urine while they 
sneeze, cough or laugh. A 
varying degree of depression is 
present in 70-90% of the mor- 
bidly obese population. Heart- 
burn, skin infections and 
venous ulcers are not uncom- 
mon. In addition to these med- 
ical conditions, certain cancer 
types occur more frequently in 
the morbidly obese. 

The chance of developing 
these problems is directly 
related to the degree of obesity. 

The combination of all the

expectancy of a 20-year-old 
‘morbidly obese man is 13 years 
shorter than that of a normal 
weight man of the same age. 

Morbid obesity is a lifelong 
and progressive condition. 
Most individuals are unable to 
permanently loose their excess 
weight. Currently, the only 
way to accomplish this goal is 
obesity surgery. The primary 
goal of the surgery is weight 
loss to a degree, that any co- 
morbid conditions (diabetes, 
high blood pressure, sleep 
apnea, etc.) will regress, or 
often completely disappear. 

Investigators from Canada 
followed over a thousand 
patients for 5 years after 
undergoing obesity surgery and 
compared their death rate to a 
similar group of morbidly 
obese individuals who had not 
undergone weight-reduction 
surgery. They found that obesi- 
ty surgery patients had signifi- 
cant risk reductions for devel- 
oping heart disease, cancer, 
diabetes, infectious and mental 
illness compared to controls. 
The death rate in the obesity 
surgery group was 0.68% com- 
pared with 6.17% in the non- 
surgical group. This translates 
to a reduction of the relative 
risk of death by 89%. 

Weight reduction surgery is 
often criticized as being 
extremely dangerous and life- 
threatening complications may 
develop. Today the death rate 
of the surgical intervention is

“The Woburn Fire 
Department is now in posses- 
sion of so-called ‘Safe Haven’ 
kits,” notes the Woburn edi- 
tion of the "Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“In recent days, Action 
Ambulance, who provides 
emergency paramedic ser- 
vices to the city, provided the 
Kits. 


“Action Ambulance pre- 
sented Woburn Fire Chief 
Paul Tortolano and the 
Woburn Fire Department 
with six Safe Haven kits to 
be used if a newborn infant is 
surrendered at a fire station. 

“As of October 29, 2004, 
the Safe Haven Act of 
Massachusetts allows a par- 
ent to legally surrender a 
newborn infant seven days or 
younger at a hospital, police 
station, or manned fire sta- 
tion without facing criminal 
prosecution. 

“Kits were given to 
Woburn Fire Department 
personnel in recent days by 
officials of Action 
Ambulance. 

“Unfortunately, there are 
still times when babies are 
found in trash bags or left in 
unsafe locations. If these 
parents would just bring the 
infant to a hospital, fire sta- 
tion or police station, the 
infant could get the medical 
help it needs,’ said Stacey 
Scott, Action Ambulance 
Community Relations. ‘The 
parents need to know that 
they will not face prosecution 


for surrendering their infant, 
they can just bring him or 
her in and they will be 
allowed to leave’ 

“Each of the Woburn Fire 
Stations now has a Safe 
Haven kit and there will be 
ongoing training programs 
provided to the firefighters 
on emergency medical care 
for newborns. Information 
regarding the Safe Haven Act 
of Massachusetts has been 
posted at each station also, 
hoping to increase aware- 
ness. 

“Woburn was just one of 
many communities who got 
the kits in recent months. 
Others receiving the kits 
were Stoneham, Wakefield, 
Melrose, Wilmington, Lynn 
and Swampscott. In addition, 
Action Ambulance personnel 
provided training for Woburn 
fire personnel on the law and 
procedures to be followed...”

‘The two-story Eastham is much larger than it 
looks from the street. This American country cot 
tage is deeper than it is wide, even with the three-

Stone veneer bases support the three tapered 
columns that draw eyes to the nostalgic front 
porch, Arched, multi-paned windows nestle under 
gabled dormers that face the street, adding to the 
welcoming feeling.
